Christmas, the day which is always 
associated with the angel song 
“Peace on earth” comes, this year, 
when the war clouds over the world have been grow- 
ing steadily blacker; when the hearts of men are fail- 
ing them on account of wars and rumors of wars and 
when often Christians are greatly puzzled to know 
which way to turn, how to act and think at so tragic a 
moment. 


“Peace on earth.” That is the message of Christmas. 
That is one way of putting the message of our Lord. 
We must listen to the angel song. We must fill our 
souls with the vision of the Kingdom of God—the 
Commonwealth of Love. We must cherish the pro- 
found conviction that that commonwealth, that king- 
dom is the will of God and that the angels’ song only 
heralds the achievement of His will among men. 


But then we must come face to face with practical 
realities. We must never forget that it is the business 
of Christians not only to dream and rejoice in ideals 
and ponder on the will of God. It is the business of 
Christians to get out and do something about it. Let 
us all try to do something very definite during this 
present and immediate Christmas season. Here are 
three ways in which we can contribute to the good 
will which alone, as the angel song suggests, can 
bring “peace on earth.” 


We can resolve that at home and in our own com- 
munity we will make a new effort to increase the stock 
of good will. We will search our hearts carefully to 
put aside racial and class intolerance, dislike, antagon- 
ism. We will make our influence felt everywhere in 
the community for peace and the uniting of people in 
good will. 


Then, again, we will resolve to help forward the 
spirit of good will among nations. We will eliminate 
from our hearts and strive to eliminate from those of 
others international suspicion, dislikes and hatreds 
which everywhere are so dominant today. We can not 
but hate the selfish policy of Japan in China but we 
must always remember that the people of Japan are 
our brothers, that they all belong to the family of 
God and, I may add, probably the vast majority of the

people of Japan would be only too glad to be released 
from the dominance of the military class which has 
led them into this terrible and world-shaking adven- 
ture in China. But even those leaders are our brothers 
and we must definitely think of them with the spirit 
of Christmas Day. They are children of God. 


And, finally, we can do our little part in helping 
America to realize that she has a responsibility which 
lies outside her own borders. With ali proteund sym- 
pathy with the cry that we must be kept out of war, 
with all our hatred of war which we know to be ut- 
terly opposed to the religion of Christ, we must re- 
member that it is equally opposed to the re- 
ligion of Christ for any nation to try to separate 
itself from the world family of nations. America, 
like every other nation, fails to measure up to the 
highest standards if her policy is dictated by Ameri- 
can interests alone. Let us get it clear. The message 
“Peace on earth” was not directed to America alone. 
No angels ever sang: “Keep out of war and let the 
rest of the world take care of itself.” No heavenly 
song would sound with such selfishness. Our part as 
Christians is to help our nation to feel and act upon 
its responsibility as (we fondly believe) the strongest 
and greatest nation in the world in bringing not peace 
to America but peace to the world. 


Let us, then, make a resolve on this Christmas to 
help in this way. We can help with our personal ex- 
ample; we can help with our prayers; we can help 
with our money; we can help through all kinds of 
organizations; we can help through our loyalty to the 
Church, which is the herald and prophet of that com- 
ing Kingdom.

dn Memoriam 


By Bishop Edward L. Parsons 


The death of William H. Crocker was not unex- 
pected but yet when it came it left an empty place 
in the San Francisco community. No citizen of San 
Francisco would have questioned his place as foremost 
among us. He had been a leader in every good work. 
He had been more than a leader; he had been one of 
the props and pillars of all those good works. When 
the Community Chest was established and San Fran- 
cisco started on a new era in the administration of its 
welfare work, Mr. Crocker was the obvious choice 
for president and all the great and rapid development 
of that organization which has achieved such remark- 
able results in the co-ordinating and directing of San 
Francisco agencies was taken under his direction. In 
a thousand ways he touched these agencies and quietly 
and modestly made his great contributions. 


He was deeply interested in the higher education, 
was for many years a regent of the University of Cali- 
fornia and made large contributions to its work. One 
picks out such matters as the Community Chest and 
the University of California just as illustrations of his 
manifold interests. His services to the Church are well 
known to the readers of this paper. For over ten years 
he was a vestryman of St. Matthew’s, San Mateo; for 
over thirty years a director of the Corporation of the 
Diocese; for an equally long period a director of St. 
Luke’s Hospital and other Church institutions; treas- 
urer of the Cathedral, a member of its Chapter and a 
member of more boards than could be mentioned 
here. He was elected to every General Convention 
which has been held since that at Richmond in 1907 
and attended every convention until in 1934 ill-health 
gg a his going to Atlantic City. In a score of ways 

e showed his profound sense of the fundamental 
position which the Church holds in the world and set 
a high example in his readiness to take responsibility. 


In his relation to the Cathedral there are two out- 
standing gifts. With the other members of his family 
he joined in the great gift of the block upon which the 
Cathedral and diocesan house now stand. He was the 
first of his family to see the significance of Bishop 
Nichols’ suggestion and to respond to it. His name 
will always be associated with that of Mrs. Crocker in 
the beautiful gift of the Chapel of Grace. 


With all these services to the Church and commun- 
ity, the extent of which these words only suggest, he 
was nevertheless always a simple, modest, friendly 
Christian gentleman. He had legions of friends 
throughout the world and the admiring affection of 
all. His family have the sympathy of innumerable 
friends and community and Church alike mourn his 
loss.

Gift of the Cathedral Site 


One of the properties destroyed by the 1906 earth- 
uake was the Crocker block—bounded by California, 
aylor, Sacramento and Jones streets. Shortly after- 

wards Mr. and Mrs. William H. Crocker offered 
toward the site of a Cathedral the part of that block 
which they owned. The Bishop went East to confer 
with the other heirs of the late Charles T. Crocker, 
who, with William H. Crocker, were jointly interested 
in the remainder of the block. He found Mrs. Alex- 
ander, who with Mr. Alexander, invited him for a sail

on their steam yacht, “Elsa II,” where he could meet 
George Crocker and Miss Jenny Crocker. 


“And as the yacht glided along under the sunny 
sky, with every prospect pleasing out over the water 
and shorelines, the right hand of the Lord did seem 
to bring mighty things to pass for the future of our 
Diocese. After showing photographs after the fire, a 
rough outline of possible buildings and so forth and 
explaining various points as they occurred to Mr. 
Crocker, I went off with Mr. Alexander to look over 
the yacht, take the view from the bridge and so forth 
and was gone perhaps some twenty minutes. On my 
return George Crocker said: ‘The Crockers make up 
their minds quickly, Bishop, and after consultation 
among ourselves I am prepared to say that we are 
ready to make the gift of the home lot for the site of 
the Cathedral and other buildings as proposed.’ ” 


Thus, four hours after Bishop Nichols had met Mrs. 
Alexander and a single hour after he met George 
Crocker, was suddenly precipitated in crystal form 
the fluent plan of forty years. In after time when this 
Cathedral church with name of Grace and lines of 
grace stands in that next great gateway between East 
and West, more splendid than Constantinople, this 
story will be told with the stories of the founding of 
other historic cathedrals. 


A responsibility rests upon all the churches and 
upon laymen, not less than upon the Christian minis- 
try, to seek the way and the message by which they 
may bring home to our whole Nation the revelance of 
the faith we have received to every part of our in- 
dividual and corporate life.

Dear Friends: Last month I was away at Cincin- 
nati and neglected to to write you a note about Gen- 
eral Convention. I am sure you are all thankful, for 
you have heard so much about it that you might well 


be fed up with it. I can sum it all up in a short. 


sentence: “We came away feeling better.” That is, 
we were all pepped up and ready to do what we 
could to back our leaders by doing our part and 
urging others to do theirs. 

The most interesting experience I have had re- 
cently has been that of ‘going around with mission- 
aries from the home and foreign fields. I wished over 
and over again that everyone who reads The Pacific 
Churchman could have heard Dr. and Mrs. Burke 
tell of their work at Fort Yukon, in Alaska, and 
Bishop Salinas of his work in Mexico and the Rev. 
James Helms of the work among the Navajo In- 
dians at Fort Defiance, in Arizona, and Mrs. Edward 
Cross of the plans of the Woman’s Auxiliary for the 


next three years. After hearing one of these speakers 


some said: “The only excuse for the Church is mis- 
sions.” A rector said: “My people have been con- 
verted.” | 

Bishop Mosher of the Philippines was at the 
Cathedral and also at St. James, San Francisco. 

Next January Bishop Shirley Nichols, from Kyoto, 
will begin at San Luis Obispo and will visit the 
southern part of the Diocese. 

My own opinion is that the parish that is not in- 
terested in missions will not be a parish but a 
“perish.” 

Most of us think of the Church of the Advent in 
San Francisco as a church with a lot of ceremonial. 
I preached there early in November and the cere- 
monial was very unobtrusive. The informality of the 
clergy “stalls” was rather impressive, just benches— 
not elaborate, carved, fancy affairs. 

I must thank the Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto for lend- 
ing me the small movie camera which I had at the 
Convention. It was not the camera’s fault that the 
pictures did not come out better; the blame is partly 
mine and partly the weather’s. He also loaned it to 
me for the convocational meetings but these films 
have not yet been processed, so I can not tell about 
them. If they are any good then I think it will be 
somebody’s opportunity to give the Diocese a pro- 
jector and some one else can give a camera. With 
such aids the publicity work of our Diocese, Province 
and national Church can be carried to the remotest 
corners and we won't need an $18,000 “church on 
wheels” to make the story known. 

Walnut Creek has a new guild hall, dedicated No- 
vember 26. San Leandro has made many minor im- 
provements. Belmont is pursuing a heating plant and 
will have it soon. St. Andrew’s, Oakland, has moved 
its church and is preparing to build another and will 
use the old one as a parish house. Hayward has 
made fine gravel and oiled driveways and paths. King 
City has put a new roof on the vicarage and is going 
to paint the church and, I hope, the vicarage. Paso 
Robles is talking about a new vicarage. True Sun- 
shine, San Francisco, is to have a new fence and 
other improvements. True Sunshine, Oakland, has 
been quite redecorated.

For eight years the council has had nurses in agri- 
cultural districts of California during harvesting of 
crops. Our aim is to help growers improve standards 
of ving in migratory camps, to safeguard the health 
of children, te teach modern preventive measures, to 
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help the migrant become an integral part of the com- 
munity in which he is working and to develop chil- 
drens’ characters in Christian and American ideals. 
This last we consider especially important, since the 
avowed intention of an organization of communistic 
tendencies to organize rural workers of California. 
This year California has 50 per cent of the migratory 
labor of the United States living in more than 4,000 
camps. There has been an increasing degree of co- 
operation on the part of State, county and community 
agencies but all agencies are under-staffed. We have 
two nurses in the cotton area in Fresno County and 
a donor in Southern California has given $1,000 for a 
nurse for the Imperial Valley cotton area. We are in 
great need of two more nurses for Kings and Madera 
counties. For the past few years we have tried to pro- 
vide a simple Christmas for children in the camps. 

It is interesting to note that in camps in which we 
have maintained nurses there has been no labor 
trouble. Fresno County paid our nurses’ salaries for 
one month as a testimonial to their work during a 
time when trouble seemed imminent.

ed by the Ossit Church Furniture Company. In his ad-

Trinity Church, Oakland 


Trinity Church, Oakland, reported for the United 
States census of religious bodies for 1936 some inter- 
esting facts: Male members, 106; female, 210; of the 
total 316 there were 65 under thirteen years of age. 
Expenditures for the year were $4,734.16, including 
$1,300 for pastor’s salary and $1,047.27 for Diocese and 


General Church. Church School attendance numbered 


90 and vacation school 40. These figures indicate the 
basis for a healthy parish life. 

The parish treasurer’s report for October shows re- 
ceipts of $271.15 for local expenses and $83.90 for the 
Church Program. The sum of $153.85 was borrowed 
to pay bill for roofing the chapel. Local expenses were 
$247.49, leaving balance of $31.43. A note at the bank 
and a mortgage were reduced during the year. This in- 
dicates a healthy state of parish finances and shows 
that any increase in income can be used for expansion 
of parish activities in service. The treasurer also re- 
ported a pledge list of 72 subscribers, of whom 40 
pledge to the Church’s Program. There are nine in- 
active pledges and 35 in arrears for short periods. 
Think what it would mean in wider usefulness if the 
number of subscribers were increased to more nearly 
the reported membership; only 72 out of 250 adults 
pledged.

Over 150 were in the 
church to hear the bishop and receive communion.

The afternoon session was given over to 
General Convention reports, talks by team members 
and the Woman’s Auxiliary hour. 


Contrary to the usual custom of after-dinner speak- 
ers for the evening’s program, evening prayer was 
read in the church at 7:30 p. m. by Mr. Snow of Santa 
Cruz and Mr. Jenkins of Capitola.

ments indicate that St. Margaret’s services as a con- 
ference center will be increasingly utilized in the 
year to come. From January 11 to 13 a large con- 
ference will be held for student workers from the 
entire Province. Plans are now being made for a 
vocational conference on the fields of work in the 
Church open to women, which will take place later 
in the spring. 

In the year ending December, 1936, the house 
served a total of 21,556 meals and there is every in- 
dication that this record will be exceeded this year.

“One of the Least of These” 


By Mrs. L. A. Bryan, Secretary of the Women’s Com- 
mission of the Church Federation 


A restless girl of twelve or fourteen hitch-hikes to 
Nevada. The authorities there send her back to San 
Francisco. She is held in the detention home until of- 
ficials decide whether she is to be returned to her own 
home or cared for in a foster home. In either case she 
is humiliated and resentful and most likely does not 
care what she does next. 

A boy makes his first misstep and the same thing 
happens to him. Then what? Neither boy or girl is 
evil and this is the first mistake. If they be Catholic or 
Jewish he or she is most ably cared for by trained 
workers of those faiths. 

In 1936 there were 243 of these first offenders from 
unchurched and Protestant families in San Francisco. 
Protestants have no trained worker in this field, so 
we lose the opportunity to guide and help these chil- 
dren. In 1936 also, 658 cases of Protestant and un- 
churched children passed through the juvenile court. 
Again we failed to aid those who were given another 
chance. 

Are not Protestants of San Francisco responsible 
for 42 children of our faith who were sent to State 
institutions in 1936? What shall we do? This matter 
rests heavily upon members of the Women’s Com- 
mission of the Church Federation. They have given 
months to study of conditions and are trying to secure 
money from individuals and organizations so that a 
suitable worker may be obtained. Will you consider 
this one of your responsibilities and help? Will vou 
send your gift out of sheer gratitude to God that it is 
not your son or your daughter who needs this care?

“Wings of Healing,” eleventh edition; Grace Ca- 
thedral Mission of Healing, San Francisco; $1. 


Just ten years after its first appearance the eleventh 
edition of “Wings of Healing” gives an opportunity 
to bring again to the attention of Church people this 
remarkable compilation of spiritual songs and medi- 
tations. It seems to this reviewer that the title and 
sponsorship of the volume may have conveyed to 
many preoccupied passersby the wrong conception 
that the book is valuable chiefly for those who are 
sick in body. For such, indeed, its ministry has been 
invaluable, in times when enforced leisure has given 
them opportunity to explore the things of the spirit 
and bodily weakness has drawn them to call upon a 
strength that is greater than theirs. But as the fore- 
word justly remarks, “Healing is as universal as 
life.” The book is based on the principle that perfect 
wholeness of soul and body together is God’s objec- 
tive for man. Such was the aim of our Lord’s min- 
istry in his life on earth and through his Church 
throughout the ages. But so perfectly balanced is 
Dean Gresham’s presentation of these central truths 
that there is no item in the book which is not equally 
profitable for the well as for the sick. In other words, 
in assembling a book for the comfort and upbuilding 
of those whom physical sickness has made conscious 
of their spiritual needs, our dean has opened a well 
of living water for all those athirst for the life more 
abundant. In exploring the lessons taught in singing 
words in this little volume we find repeated examples 
of such themes as these: The search for God, peni- 
tence, prayer, aspiration, affirmation, self-oblation, 
helpfulness, service, guidance, duty, courage, the 
transcending of the obstacles of life, thanksgiving 
for the divine bounties and joy in the simple things 
of every day and the inestimable benefits of com- 
munion with God’s vouchsafed presence. Such things 
as these are the very warp and woof of all religion, 


as oF ae reality in the heart and a moving force 
in hfe. They are only passing moments, fleeting 


graces, in any life that is not making a business of 
its religion. To every earnest soul they bring the ever- 
present Advent call, “That now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep, for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed.” This has been called an un- 
poetical age and an unreligious age but in every 
time there are many whose souls need only to be 
touched to be awakened and who would fain be 
borne “on wings of song” nearer to the throne of 
grace. To all such we commend the sublime inspira- 
tions of “Wings of Healing.”—Bayard H. Jones. 


“The History of Primitive Christianity,” by Jo- 
hannes Weiss and Rudolf Kopf; translated by the fac- 
ulty of Seabury-Western Theological Seminary and 
edited by Dean Frederick G. Grant; Wilson - Erick- 
son, New York; 1937; $10; two volumes. 


Ever since its publication in Germany some twenty 
years ago, Johannes Weiss’ great work on the history 
of early Christianity has stood as a standard in New 
Testament circles. Unfortuntely, for all this time it 
was available only to those who could read German 
but now Dean Grant and his fellow faculty members 
have made an admirable translation into English and 
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the book may well be standard for another twenty 
years. The author was so far ahead of his time in 
biblical criticism that the present editors have had to 
add but few footnotes in order to bring the work right 
up to date. At this time when form-criticism is so 
popular among scholars it is interesting to note in the 
pages of these two volumes the foundations which the 
author was laying for all the later work of the 
form critics. Johannes Weiss spent a lifetime in study- 
ing the pages of the New Testament. The fruit of his 
labors is seen in this work. The history of the whole 
Christian movement, from the death of Christ, is 
traced down to approximately 130 A. D., always in 


the light of every available bit of New Testament ma- | 


terial. Naturally, St. Paul is the towering, central fig- 
ure around whom the whole history revolves. The 
chief task of the author is to find some theme which 
runs through the whole New Testment, some integrat- 
ing idea which brings meaning to every part. This he 
finds in the experience of God in the soul of those 
early Christians. We, too, can live again the pages of 
the New Testament by developing our own conscious- 
ness of the divine power. The 900 pages in the set are 
not easy reading but they contain a wealth of valuable 
material. To one who would make a serious study of 
his New Testament these books are highly recom- 
mended.—Henry Mills Shires.

The whole story of the litur- 
gical development of the Christian Church is present- 
ed and the keen evaluation of the matter included or 
omitted in revision and recension adds much to its in- 
terest. It is altogether a fresh treatment of the two 
hundred years of Christian experience in the vital 
field of corporate worship. There is no suggestion of 
rehash or “carbon-copy” method. As an indication of 
the creative scholarship of the authors the reader will 
find that new solutions are here proposed for several 
liturgical problems of long standing. They include: 
(1) an excellent, if necessarily technical, account of 
the origin of the Church year and the Church’s lec- 
tionaries; (2) the evolution of the Western Litany; 
(3) the early stages of both the Eucharist and the 
baptismal rites; (4) the relation of the Gallican and 
Roman forms; (5) the origin of the Roman canon; 
(6) the introduction of the Lord’s Prayer, Sanctus and 
Benedictus into the Liturgy; (7) the structure of the 
concluding devotions for the administration of holy 
communion, especially the problem of the “last col- 
lect;” and (8) the evolution and import of the ordi- 
nation services. All these will undoubtedly attract con- 
siderable attention and cause both favorable and un- 
favorable comment abroad. The excellent glossary at

“Wings of Healing,” eleventh edition; Grace Ca- 
thedral Mission of Healing, San Francisco; $1. 


Just ten years after its first appearance the eleventh 
edition of “Wings of Healing” gives an opportunity 
to bring again to the attention of Church people this 
remarkable compilation of spiritual songs and medi- 
tations. It seems to this reviewer that the title and 
sponsorship of the volume may have conveyed to 
many preoccupied passersby the wrong conception 
that the book is valuable chiefly for those who are 
sick in body. For such, indeed, its ministry has been 
invaluable, in times when enforced leisure has given 
them opportunity to explore the things of the spirit 
and bodiky weakness has drawn them to call upon a 
strength that is greater than theirs. But as the fore- 
word justly remarks, “Healing is as universal as 
life.” The book is based on the principle that perfect 
wholeness of soul and body together is God’s objec- 
live for man. Such was the aim of our Lord’s min- 
istry in his life on earth and through his Church 
throughout the ages. But so perfectly balanced is 
Dean Gresham’s presentation of these central truths 
that there is no item in the book which is not equally 
profitable for the well as for the sick. In other words, 
in assembling a book for the comfort and upbuilding 
of those whom physical sickness has made conscious 
of their spiritual needs, our dean has opened a well 
of living water for all those athirst for the life more 
abundant. In exploring the lessons taught in singing 
words in this little volume we find repeated examples 
of such themes as these: The search for God, peni- 
tence, prayer, aspiration, affirmation, self-oblation, 
helpfulness, service, guidance, duty, courage, the 
transcending of the obstacles of life, thanksgiving 
for the divine bounties and joy in the simple things 
of every day and the inestimable benefits of com- 
munion with God’s vouchsafed presence. Such things 
as these are the very warp and woof of all religion, 
as a ree reality in the heart and a moving force 
in life. They are only passing moments, fleeting 
graces, in any life that is not making a business of 
its religion. To every earnest soul they bring the ever- 
present Advent call, “That now it is high time to 
awake out of sleep, for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed.” This has been called an un- 
poetical age and an unreligious age but in every 
time there are many whose souls need only to be 
touched to be awakened and who would fain be 
borne “on wings of song” nearer to the throne of 
grace. To all such we commend the sublime inspira- 
tions of “Wings of Healing.”—Bayard H. Jones. 
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“The History of Primitive Christianity,” by Jo- 
hannes Weiss and Rudolf Kopf; translated by the fac- 
ulty of Seabury-Western Theological Seminary and 
edited by Dean Frederick G. Grant; Wilson - Erick- 
son, New York; 1937; $10; two volumes. 


Ever since its publication in Germany some twenty 
years ago, Johannes Weiss’ great work on the history 
of early Christianity has stood as a standard in New 
Testament circles. Unfortuntely, for all this time it 
was available only to those who could read German 
but now Dean Grant and his fellow faculty members 
have made an admirable translation into English and 
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the book may well be standard for another twenty 
years. The author was so far ahead of his time in 
biblical criticism that the present editors have had to 
add but few footnotes in order to bring the work right 
up to date. At this time when form-criticism is so 
popular among scholars it is interesting to note in the 
pages of these two volumes the foundations which the 
author was laying for all the later work of the 
form critics. Johannes Weiss spent a lifetime in study- 
ing the pages of the New Testament. The fruit of his 
labors is seen in this work. The history of the whole 
Christian movement, from the death of Christ, is 
traced down to approximately 130 A. D., always in 


the light of every available bit of New Testament ma- | 


terial. Naturally, St. Paul is the towering, central fig- 
ure around whom the whole history revolves. The 
chief task of the author is to find some theme which 
runs through the whole New Testment, some integrat- 
ing idea which brings meaning to every part. This he 
finds in the experience of God in the soul of those 
early Christians. We, too, can live again the pages of 
the New Testament by developing our own conscious- 
ness of the divine power. The 900 pages in the set are 
not easy reading but they contain a wealth of valuable 
material. To one who would make a serious study of 
his New Testament these books are highly recom- 
mended.—Henry Mills Shires.
